Two Texas women whose stories 
were not told to the Warren Commis- 
sion 13 years ago are among the key 
witnesses the House Assassinations 
-Committee intends to use in probing 
the possibility of a conspiracy in the 
slaying of President John F. Kennedy 
here Nov. 22, 1963. 

Miss Audrey N. Bell, supervisor of
